This legislation provides that if a judgment foi 
personal injury or property damage is not satis- 
fied by the responsible owner or driver, it will 
be paid by the government out of a special fund 
to Im- known as the unsatisfied judgment fund. 
This sounds fine; it is fine for the injured party, 
but if Die person responsible for the* accident 
thinks he is going to escape responsibility he will 
learn differently, Highways Minister Doucett 
says: "When the judgment is paid from the fund* 
the judgment debtor may thereafter neither own 
nor operate a motor vcli>clo until he has re- 
imbursed the fund with interest and until he has 
filed proof of fiunnerar'responsihility. I should 
interject that this latter proof ordinarily implies 
filing with the department either a certificate of 
insurance or negotiable securities in the sum of
